Amortization Plan

Debts of San Domingo. 


Washington, Xov. 9.—Professor J. 


H. Hollander of Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, "who was employed by the staio 
department as a special agent in con- 
nection with the settlement of ques- 
tions pertaining to the foreign indebt- 
edness of Santo Domingo, arrived ia 
Washington from Europe and had a 
conference with the assistant secie- 
tary of state, Robert Bacon, respect- 
ing his work.
